Although relatively few
cases of influenza have appear-
ed in California so far this fall,
this is nevertheless the begin-
ning of the season when the
incidence of influenza and in-
fluenza-like diseases tend to in-
crease. In the natural order of
things, death from both pneu-
monia and inlfluenza reach the
year's high point during De-
cember, January, and Febru-
ary,

The spread of influenza,
whether from one country to
another or to different sections
within a country, is under con-
stant surveillance by public
health officials.

THE HAZARD of the disease
is in the complications, es-
pecially pneumonia, that may
occur. Young infants and per-
sons weakened by age or some
other disease are the most fre-
quent victims,

Consequently, even during a
year such as this when the dis-
ease seemsg to be of low preval-
ence, administration of poly-

epidemic in Chile during Aug-
ust and September, there
seemg to have been no wide-
spread dissemination of the
disease anywhere in the world
in recent months, Absenteeism
resulting from respiratory in-
fections in industry and schools
in Log Angeles County appears
to be normal for this time of
the year.
